Road  to  Walpole  town  line  at  George  Edwards'.  These  two  are 
at  extreme  ends  of  the  town  and  we  feel  it  would  be  beneficial 
to  everyone,  for  when  completed  maintenance  would  be  a  lot  less 
doUarwlse. 

They  can  be  done  with  T.R.A.  Funds  using  this  year's  money, 
a  little  left  from  last  year,  and  borrowing  the  balance. 

The  Vilas  Bed  Fund  at  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Hanover  was  a  help  to  five  Alstead  residents  last  year  and  we 
have  a  balance  of  $610.50  to  go  with  this  year's  earnings  of 
estimated  $1100.00,  which  will  help  more  this  year.  Thanks  again 
to  Mr.  Vilas.

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VILAS  POOL  REPORT  by  Superintendent 

The  summer  of  1961  had  both  its  good  times  and  bad  at  Vilas 
Pool.  The  activities  of  the  young  people,  which  included  the 
weekly  dances  and  softball  games  were  very  successful  and  en- 
joyable to  all.  However,  the  problem  of  keeping  water  in  the  Pool 
was  the  frustrating  part  of  the  summer.  In  spite  of  this  problem 
it  would  appear  to  us  that  the  summer  at  Vilas  Pool  was  a  reward- 
ing one  from  our  point  of  view,  as  well  as  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  young  people  and  adults  alike. 

The  June  School  Picnic  time  was  hampered  considerably 
by  the  bad  weather,  consequently  very  few  schools  had  their 
picnics  as  in  the  past. 

Numerous  organizations  held  meetings  and  outings  at  the 
Pool  this  summer  and  we  received  many  compliments  for  the 
hospitality  and  consideration  they  received. 

Annual  picnics  were  held  as  in  the  past  by  the  Liquidometer 
Corp.  and  Robertson  Paper  Co.  of  Bellows  Falls.  These  parties 
were  very  successful.  Numerous  wedding  and  baby  showers  were 
held  at  Vilas  and  enjoyed.  The  Alstead  Community  Band  held  their 
rehearsals  there  before  the  concerts  were  held  at  the  band  stand 
on  Milot  Green.  Two  nice  Sunday  band  concerts  were  held  late  in 
the  summer  by  the  Commvmity  Band  and  by  the  always  popular 
Kurn  Hattin  Band.  These  were  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by 
everyone  in  attendance. 

Swimming  classes  were  conducted  again  and  about  45  young- 
sters participated.  These  classes  were  under  the  direction  of  the 
Red  Cross.  Life  Saving  was  not  held  this  year  due  to  the  lack  of 
time  by  the  instructors.

The  Fire  Department  answered  twenty-one  calls  last  year, 
the  largest  number  being  chimney  fires.

The 
members  felt  that  Mr.  Moore's  appointment  as  Chief  was  a  much 
deserved  one.  He  has  shown  extreme  interest  and  has  been  active 
in  the  department  for  many  years. 

We  have,  again,  added  150  feet  of  2j  inch  hose  to  our  supply. 

Our  department  joined  the  New  Hampshire  State  Firemen's 
Association  last  year,  thus  entitling  us  to  benefits  if  any  member 
has  an  accident,  is  disabled,  or  if  death  occurs.  Howard  Jacob- 
son    was    our    delegate   to   the    Association's    Annual    Convention. 

It  was  our  pleasure  to  sponsor  for  the  town's  people,  and  for 
our  own  profit,  (though  it  was  small),  the  4th  of  July  celebration. 
We  hope  that  every  one  who  attended  enjoyed  our  efforts. 

We  originally  planned  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2950.00, 
but  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  forfeited  our  pay  for  meetings  and 
drills,  the  figure  was  lowered  to  $2650.00.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  this  will  not  go  unnoticed.  The  reason  for  the  increase  in  the 
1962  budget  is  that  $250.00  of  it  will  go  to  maintain  a  fire  truck, 
to  be  stationed  in  East  Al stead.  As  it  stands  now,  such  a  truck 
has  been  purchased  by  property  owners  in  East  Alstead,  and  will 
be   given   to  the  town,  if  the  town  accepts  it  at  town  meeting  day.

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REPORT    OF    THE    POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

There  appeared  to  be,  this  year,  an  increasing  demand  on  the 
Police  Department  for  investigation  of  such  things  as  cruelty 
to  animals,  three  teenage  fights,  the  breaking  of  window  panes 
in  several  local  buildings,  the  disappearance  of  a  washing  machine, 
a  sum  of  money  that  was  misplaced,  the  cutting  of  the  TV  cable, 
the  cry  of  "Help"  was  heard  and  it  proved  to  be  someone  hurt  in 
the  woods,  an  accidental  shooting  in  the  leg  of  a  teenage  boy 
practicing  a  fast  draw,  and  annoying  telephone  calls  being  made 
from  the  telphone  booth. 

We  were  called  upon  to  serve  legal  papers  on  two  residents, 
acted  as  a  peace  officer  for  the  collection  of  bad  bills,  and  delivered 
a  number  of  emergency  messages. 

Probably  the  mostunusualeventfor  Alstead,  wasthe  recapture 
and  arrest  of  Lawrence  Helm,  an  alleged  safecracker  from  Montreal. 
Upon  being  spotted  in  Alstead,  a  search  was  made  by  over  thirty 
officers  including  the  local  officers  and  special  officers.  After 
a  fifteen  hovu*  search.  Helm  was  found  and  taken  to  the  Keene 
Police  Station. 

A  rather  spectacular  accident  occurred  in  Alstead  when  two 
teenaged  boys  stole  two  automobiles  from  Bellows  Falls  and  caused 
a  trail  of  wreckage  to  five  automobiles  in  front  of  the  Hotel  Al- 
stead and  then  demolished  one  of  the  stolen  cars  in  an  accident 
in  Surry.  The  pair  was  arrested  after  they  spent  the  night  in  the 
woods  near  the  Surry  accident. 

Five  other  automobile  accidents  were  reported  and  investi- 
gated. Two  were  serious  ones  with  bodily  injury  resulting  and 
the  other  three  merely  caused  property  damage. 

We  were  called  upon  to  help  settle  eleven  domestic  quarrels 
and  to  take  care  of  a  number  of  distxirbances  caused  by  intoxicated 
individuals. 

It  was  necessary  to  direct  traffic  during  the  Memorial  Day 
Exercises,    4th   of  July  Celebration  and  the  School  Fair  Parade. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  breaking  and  entering  and  in 
these,  various  articles  were  stolen  from  the  premises  including  a 
radio,  a  22  Marlin,  LP  records,  etc.  Two  cases  of  petty  larceny 
were  reported,  one  that  involved  a  sum  of  money  being  stolen  from  a 
boy  at  high  school. 

At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  patrols  were  made  on  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  nights  duringthe  latter  part  of  the  summer  months 
and  into  the  fall.  Warnings  and  defective  tickets  were  given  to  a 
few  motorists. 
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The  local  officers  were  asked  to  assist  the  Flying  Squadron 
when    they    set    up    road    blocks    coming   in    and  out  of  Alstead. 

With  these  cases  plus  other  events  too  varied  and  numerous 
to  account  for  in  this  brief  report,  an  unavoidable  overdraft  was 
realized  in  the  Police  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Town  Planning  Board  operates  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  36,  Sections  1  -  15,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1956.  Its  functions  and  duties  are  to  guide  and  ac- 
complish a  development  of  the  town  which  will  best  promote 
health,  safety,  order,  prosperity,  or  the  general  welfare,  as 
well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  process  of  development; 
Including  among  other  things,  the  promotion  of  safety  from  fire 
and  other  dangers;  wise  and  efficient  expenditure  of  public  funds 
and  the  adequate  provision  of  public  requirements.  Execution  of 
recommendations  of  the  planning  board  will  be  by  properly  con- 
stituted authorities  only  and  when  necessary  by  prior  approval 
of  the  voters. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  planning  board  were  held  during 
the  year.  It  was  determined,  because  of  the  importance  of  the 
matter  to  the  welfare  of  the  town,  to  resubmit  the  proposal  to 
institute  a  building  code  for  Alstead.  The  building  regulations 
and   their    administration   are    set   forth   on   the   following  pages. 

(A)  Building  Regulations 

It  was  decided  by  the  board  that  building  regulations 
were  preferable  to  zoning  regulations.  After  a  study 
of  both  zoning  and  building  regulations  of  other  New 
Hampshire  towns,  proposed  building  regulations  were 
drawn  up  and  presented  to  the  Selectmen  for  inclusion 
in  the  town  warrant.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that 
passage  of  the  proposed  building  regulations  will  bene- 
fit the  town  of  Alstead  by: 

1.  Reduction  of  fire  hazards. 

2.  Improvement  of  sanitary  and  health  conditions. 

3.  Increase  of  property  values. 

4.  Making  the  town  more  attractive  to  prospec- 
tive residents  and  small  manufacturers. 

(B)  Attraction  of  Small  Industry; 

After  a  conference  with  the  New  Hampshire  Planning 
and  Development  Commission  it  was  decided  that  it 
would  be  desirable  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  poten- 
tial labor  supply  in  the  area.  The  estimated  cost  of 
this  survey  is  the  reason  for  the  increase  in  funds  re- 
quested over  the  appropriation  for  last  year. 

Of  the  $25.00  appropriated  for  the  past  year,  only 
$10.00  was  expended.  However  the  board  thinks  that 
the  increased  appropriation  requested  should  be  made 
available  for  use  if  needed. 

Your  planning  board  will  welcome  and  consider  any  sugges- 
tions offered,  and  urges  anyone  having  ideas  on  the  above  items 
or    relative    matters    to   present   them   at   any   regular  meeting. 
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Proposed  Building  Regulations  for  the  Town  of  Alstead,  N.  H. 

1.  The  inspector  of  Buildings  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Se- 
lectmen annually  and  shall  be  the  administrative  officer  of  this 
ordinance.  He  shall  receive  applications  for  the  erection,  change 
of  use  or  movement  into  the  town  of  buildings  as  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance;  shall  keep  complete  records  of  all  applications 
and  his  actions  on  such  applications;  promptly  survey  and  inspect 
all  buildings  or  uses  proposed;  and  may  issue  permits  for  the 
erection,  movement  and  change  of  use  of  such  buildings,  if  in 
his  opinion  the  proposal  complies  with  the  laws  of  the  State, 
this  ordinance  and  other  town  ordinances  and  by-laws,  provided 
that  in  any  instances  where  license  or  permit  fees  for  proposed 
uses  are  required,  his  permit  shall  constitute  only  an  approval 
on  which  the  proper  authority  may  issue  a  license  on  payment  of 
the  required  fees;  any  other  duties  prescribed  by  law;  shall  act 
in  cooperation  with  the  fire  commissioners  and  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  in  any  matter  in  which  their  duties,  as  prescribed  by 
law,  may  coincide  or  conflict;  and  shall  take  such  action  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  ordinance  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Select- 
men and/or  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

2.  No  building  construction  (or  alteration  that  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance)  shall  be  started;  no  building  shall  be 
moved  into  the  town  and  no  building  shall  be  put  to  any  different 
use  than  that  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  ordinance  until  a 
permit  therefor  has  been  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

3.  No  application  for  a  permit  required  by  this  ordinance 
shall  receive  action  by  the  Building  Inspector  unless  made  in  writing. 
All  applications  for  a  permit  to  build  or  move  into  the  town  any 
building  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  or  plan  for  the  build- 
ing, and  a  statement  of  its  intended  use  when  built  or  moved. 
A  building  permit  shall  become  void  unless  operations  are  com- 
menced with  six  months  from  date  of  approval,  unless  such  time 
is  extended  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

4.  Upon  receiving  such  application  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  promptly  take  such  action  as  may  be  indicated  in  the  way  of 
investigation  or  public  hearings  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  merits 
of  the  application.  He  may.  without  judging  the  application  on  its 
merits,  refer  the  application  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  If, 
however,  he  finds  the  proposed  building,  or  use  of  proposed  build- 
ings to  conform  with  the  law  and  this  ordinance,  he  may  at  once 
issue  the  permit  in  writing  over  his  signatiire.  If  he  finds  the  pro- 
posal in  any  conflict  with  the  law  or  this  ordinance,  he  shall  fix 
whatever  restrictions  or  conditions  on  the  proposed  construction 
or  use  as  may  be  in  his  best  judgment,  right  and  proper,  or,  for 
reasonable  cause  refuse  the  permit. 

5.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  moved  or  alt- 
ered unless  in  compliance  with  the  following: 
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a.  Commercial  Building.  No  building  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  for  industrial,  commercial  or  other  public  use 
shall  be  erected,  or  used  for  any  purpose  which  does  not  pro- 
vide non-combustible  walls  and  partitions  between  its  component 
parts.  No  such  building  will  be  used  in  a  manner  that  is  dis- 
orderly, unsightly,  noxious  or  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare. 

b.  Exits.  No  buildings  intended  or  designed  for  any 
public  use  or  congregation  of  people  shall  be  erected,  or  used 
for  any  purpose  which  does  not  provide  adequate  exits,  as  de- 
scribed in  Chapter  156  and  Chapter  155,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1955,  and  in  the  regulations  of  N.  H.  Fire  Marshal's 
Office. 

c.  Garages.  No  public  garage  for  the  storage  of 
five  or  more  automobiles,  or  having  any  service  or  repair  enter- 
prises, connected  therewith  shall  be  erected,  unless  the  build- 
ing is  so  constructed  that  it  shall  be  of  slow-burning  or  non- 
combustible  material,  except  that  use  of  automatic  sprinklers 
may  obviate  the  use  of  such  slow- burning  or  non- combustible 
materials. 

d.  Roofs.  No  roof  of  any  building  shall  be  covered 
or  recovered  in  whole  or  in  part  save  with  non-combustible  or 
fire  resistant  roofing  materials. 

e.  Chimney  Construction.  Chimneys  shall  be  con- 
structed of  brick  stone  masonry  or  any  other  materials  suitable 
for  chimney  construction  and  accepted  by  national  standards. 
Chimneys  shall  extend  at  least  three  feet  above  the  highest  point 
where  they  pass  through  the  roof  of  a  building  and  at  least  two 
feet  higher  than  any  portion  of  the  building  within  ten  feet.  No 
chimney  shall  be  built,  erected,  or  altered  below  the  roof  having 
wood  or  other  combustible  materials  within  one  inch  of  the  chim- 
ney and  no  chimney  shall  have  its  base  resting  upon  any  floor  or 
beam  or  combustible  material.  Factory  built  chimneys  that  are 
approved  as  a  result  of  tests  and  listing  by  a  nationally  recog- 
nized testing  laboratory  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
condition  of  the  approval.  All  chimneys  shall  be  lined  with  tile 
flue-lining. 

f.  Thimbles.  No  wall  paper  or  other  combustible 
material  shall  be  laid  over  any  thimble  or  thimble  hole  in  any 
chimney. 

g.  Smoke  Pipes.  No  smoke  pipes  shall  be  installed 
or  erected  so  as  to  be  within  twelve  inches  of  any  combustible 
floor  or  ceiling,  unless  amply  protected  with  non-combustible 
material.  No  smoke  pipes  shall  be  installed  or  erected  which 
passes  through  or  into  partitions  or  walls  of  combustible  mate- 
rial, except  when  guarded  by  a  double  collar  of  metal  with  air 
space  of  at  least  five  inches,  or  by  at  least  five  inches  of  brick 
of  other  non-combustible  material  between  the  pipe  and  combus- 
tible material. 
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h.  Electric  Wiring.  All  electrical  wiring  shall  con- 
form with  approved  methods  and  practices  for  safety  to  life  and 
property. 

i.  Foundations.  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  con- 
tinuous solid  foundation  of  cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  accept- 
able material  of  masonry  except  that  in  special  cases  where 
buildings  are  to  be  used  for  accessory  use  the  Building  Inspector 
may  waive  the  requirements  of  this  section  and  permit  the  use  of 
wood,  metal  or  masonry  piers. 

j.  Minimum  Building  Area.  Every  dwelling  unit  to 
be  used  by  a  single  family  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor 
area  of  five  hundred  square  feet.  Dwelling  units  for  two  or  more 
families  shall  have  at  least  250  additional  square  feet  of  ground 
floor  area  for  each  additional  family  unit. 

k.  Outside  Walls.  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed 
of  material  commonly  used  for  outside  construction  and  materials 
customarily  painted  shall  be  painted.  Roofing  and/or  tar  papers 
are  not  considered  as  commonly  used  for  outside  construction 
of  dwellings. 

1.  Sewerage.  All  dwellings  and  all  commercial,  public 
or   industrial   buildings    shall   have   a  sewerage  disposal  system. 

m.  Exceptions.  All  buildings  existing  and  in  use  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  the  construction  of  small 
accessory  buildings  not  used  for  living  purposes,  together  with 
minor  alterations,  repairs  and  general  upkeep  of  existing  build- 
ings which  do  not  violate  specific  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  exempt  from  this  ordinance. 

6.  Board  of  Adjustment.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint 
a  Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  may  be  a 
member  of  the  Planning  Board,  said  Board  of  Adjustment  to  serve 
without  compensation.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  authority 
to  allow  slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of  the  Ordinance, 
where  it  can  be  shown  that  unnecessary  hardship  would  otherwise 
result. 

7.  Amendment.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a 
majority  vote  of  any  legal  town  meeting  when  such  amendment 
is  published  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 

8.  Enforcement.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that 
this  Ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  selectmen  shall,  on  their 
own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or 
by  any  other  appropriate  legal  action.  Whoever  violates  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  above  regulations  shall  be  punished  upon 
conviction  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day  of 
violation. 
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9.     Takes  Effect.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

10.  Conflicting  Provisions.  Whenever  the  regulations  made 
under  the  authority  hereof  differ  from  those  described  by  any 
statute,  ordinance,  or  other  regulations;  that  provision  which  im- 
poses the  greater  restriction  or  the  higher  standard  shall  govern. 

11.  Validity.  If  any  section,  clause  or  provision  portion, 
or  phrase  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  uncon- 
stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  authority  such  holding  shall 
not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other  section,  clause,  pro- 
vision, portion  or  phrase  of  this  Ordinance. 

12.     Trailers,  Mobile  Homes,  Trailer  Parks. 

a.  Trailers  and  Mobile  homes  will  comply  with  the 
sanitary  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

b.  A  "Trailer  Park"  will  not  be  constructed  without 
complete  plans  being  submitted  to,  and  approval  by  the  building 
inspector. 


REPORT    OF    ARCH    POND  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  for  the  development  of  the  Arch  Pond  area 
is  pleased  to  report  that  much  progress  has  been  made  this  past 
year.  Six  lots  have  been  sold  and  we  have  a  deposit  on  hand  for 
the  purchase  of  the  seventh  lot. 

Three  thousand  dollars  was  borrowed  for  this  development 
work  in  1959  and  this  amount  has  been  repaid  in  full.  We  have 
a  balance  of  $782.60  on  hand  to  be  used  for  more  surveying,  ex- 
tending the  road  and  clearing  the  area  for  the  public  beach.  There 
has  been  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  lots  and  much  of  it  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  area  is  restricted  to  value  of  the  camps  that 
will  be  built.  We  hope  that  most  of  them  will  be  disposed  of  within 
the  next  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 
SHEDD  PORTER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

As  your  librarian,  I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
1961. 

The  good  news  for  1961  is  that  our  circulation  figure  is 
11,522,  the  highest  it  has  been  since  1951. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  7th  and  8th  Grades  visited  the 
library  during  National  Library  Week  in  April.  Mrs.  Katherine 
Esslinger  made  some  attractive  posters  which  were  displayed  in 
the  schools. 

During  Book  Week  in  November,  the  librarian  invited  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  first  six  grades  to  visit  the  library  and 
they  all  enjoyed  a  Story  Hour. 

The  books  purchased  with  the  Shieling  Trust  Fund  were 
divided  among  the  libraries  of  Acworth,  Alstead,  Charlestown, 
Langdon.  Walpole  at  a  meeting  in  September,  each  library  re- 
ceiving forty  books. 

The  librarian  and  trustees  have  met  with  the  Shieling  group 
and  a  Library  Consultant  from  the  State  Library  four  times  during 
the  year.  At  these  meetings,  the  Library  Consultant,  Miss  Kelly, 
brought  100  or  more  books  from  the  State  Library  for  our  in- 
spection   and    helped    in    the    selection    of  books    for  purchase. 

To  supplement  the  books  we  have  in  our  library  the  bookmobile 
has  stopped  at  our  library  five  times  during  1961  and  the  librarian 
has  chosen  about  fifty  each  time. 

When  requests  have  been  made  for  books  which  this  library 
does  not  have,  the  librarian  has  sent  to  the  State  Library  which 
has  a  collection  of  233.930  volumes  which  can  be  borrowed  by 
small  libraries.  This  library  has  borrowed  34  books  from  that 
collection  this  year  ,  some  of  which  were  used  for  information  for 
the  Science  Fair  held  at  Vilas  High  School. 

The  librarian  stands  ready  to  loan  books  or  magazines  from 
the  Shedd-Porter  Memorial  Library  or  to  borrow  from  the  State 
Library  to  serve  the  people  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

I  was  appointed  Civil  Defense  Director  October  23,  1961. 
Elwin  Ward  was  appointed  Deputy;  Howard  Jacobson,  Assistant 
Deputy, 

Several  meetings  have  been  held,  pictures  shown  to  the  P.T.A. 
and    clubs    and    all    information    received   has    been    distributed. 

Voluntary  contributions  by  the  citizens  of  Alstead  amounted 
to  $61.41.  Out  of  that  we  have  purchased  500  yds.  canvas,  2 
stretchers,  paint,  hardware,  and  lumber.  The  cost  of  these  sup- 
plies amounted  to  about  $53.00.  The  town  appropriated  $50.00 
and  $8.20  of  this  has  been  spent. 

The  number  of  hours  that  all  volunteers  have  contributed 
free  of  charge  amounts  to  approximately  1000  hours. 

The  number  of  miles  driven  in  organizing  and  getting  sup- 
plies,   with  no  charge  to  our  town,  is  approximately  1500  miles. 

We  now  have  for  use:  2  generators,  utility  wagon,  ambulance, 
2  stretchers,  12  helmets,  2  dossimeters,  2  geiger  counters  and 
rechargers,  armbands.  According  to  the  State  Operations'  Officer, 
we  are  becoming  well  equipped  for  the  short  period  of  time  we 
have  been  organized. 

We  would  like  to  receive  the  following  which  are  on  requisi- 
tion: one  16mm.  projector;  three  gas  field  kitchens  for  fallout 
shelters;  one  typewriter;  one  generator,  2-way  radios;  one  filing 
cabinet. 

An  appropriation  of  $500.00  is  desired  to  cover  the  fitting 
of  the  fallout  shelters  with  blowers  and  equipment  recommended 
by  the  State  Civil  Defense.  This  money  would  be  used  only  as 
recommended  and  approved  by  the  Army  Engineers  for  fallout 
shelters. 

With  so  much  being  done  for  so  little,  and  keeping  in  mind 
the  economy  which  we  have  practiced,  I  feel  that  the  request  I 
have  made  for  this  appropriation  will  be  honored. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Alstead  who  volunteered 
their  services  and  excellent  cooperation  and  interest  in  this  worth- 
while project.

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible 
and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made 
from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of 
uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  tax- 
payers as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  of  the  Town  of  Alstead 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Vilas  School  Auditorium 
in  said  district  on  the  17th  day  of  March,  1962  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the 
evening  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school  board 
and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officer  or 
agent  in  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  deficit  appropriation  of  $2,500. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officers  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,400.  to  enable  the  district  to  use  matching 
funds  provided  by  the  National  Defense  Education  Act. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,000.  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  dis- 
trict's   share    of   the    salary   for    an    Art  teacher. 
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11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept  and  use  in  the  name  of 
the  district,  such  advances,  grants  in  aid  or  other  funds  for  educa- 
tional purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  government  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof, 
or  any  state  or  private  agency. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  become  a  member  of  a  cooperative  school  district 
which  may  include,  in  addition  to  this  district  the  following  school 
districts,  namely,  Acworth,  Langdon,  Walpole  and  Westmoreland.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  January  15,  1961  - 
January  15,  1962,  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  year's  recommended  budget  is  approximately  $2,600. 
more  than  last  year's  recommended  budget.  At  the  annual  meet- 
ing last  March  it  was  voted  to  cut  the  recommended  budget  by 
$10,000.  which  indicated  the  voters  wanted  an  educational  program 
that  would  cost  less.  I  have  wondered  if  the  voters  realized  that 
it  also  meant  that  their  children  were  being  denied  a  number  of 
things  that  would  help  them  get  a  good  educational  opportunity. 
Some  of  these  were  not  direct  education  such  as  repair  of  the  high 
school  roof  and  the  elementary  school  roof,  painting  rooms  and 
ceilings,  refinishing  floors  and  replacing  curtains  in  the  Vilas  Gym 
that  are  as  old  as  the  building.  A  full-time  teacher  was  needed, 
we  got  along  with  a  half  time  teacher;  an  elementary  teacher  aid 
was  not  employed;  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  federal  funds  to 
buy  science,  mathematics  and  language  equipment  the  local  com- 
munity has  to  provide  matching  funds;  the  local  funds  were  not 
available.  Library  and  reference  books  were  not  purchased  in 
the  quantity  needed.  Workbook  and  textbook  orders  were  reduced. 
The  amount  planned  to  aid  interscholastic  athletics  was  reduced; 
magazine  sales  and  the  income  from  basketball  falls  far  short  of 
supporting  the  interscholastic  and  activity  programs.  Equipment 
wears  out  as  do  other  instructional  aids.  We  got  along  and  can 
do  so  again,  but  the  children  pay  the  price. 

Education  is  expensive,  but  it  is  an  investment  in  the  future. 
Your  teachers  are  working  to  give  you  a  better  than  average  edu- 
cational  program,    your    support  and  encouragement  are  needed. 

This  year's  budget  is  recommended  as  the  means  to  operate 
a  comprehensive  high  school  that  will  almost  meet  the  requirements 
that  are  expected  to  become  effective  in  the  near  future.  It  will 
give  an  average  educational  opportiinity  for  your  children. 

Last  year's  budget  was  trimmed  to  meet  the  requireftient  of 
the  vote  at  the  annual  meeting.  However,  it  was  necessary  to  em- 
ploy a  half-time  teacher  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  comprehen- 
sive school.  A  request  to  allow  this  expenditure  of  funds  is  in- 
cluded in  the  warrant. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  designated  Vilas  High 
School    as    an   area   vocational  school  in  the  field  of  Agriculture. 

My  1960-61  report  Indicated  that  an  evaluation  of  the  high 
school  was  being  made.  The  evaluation  was  completed  in  April 
by  a  committee  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
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Secondary  Schools.  Many  of  their  comments  were  of  a  complimen- 
tary nature.  However,  I  am  going  to  include  only  some  of  the  recom- 
mendations for  improving  educational  opportunities.  These  are 
items  that  should  be  taken  care  of  if  Vilas  continues  to  be  accredited 
by  this  organization. 

1.  Improve  the  program  which  is  now  geared  to  the  average 

2.  Fewer  teaching  assignments  not  in  the  major  area  of  prepa- 
ration 

3.  Expansion  of  the  curriculum 

4.  Provide  additional  classroom  space 

5.  Provide  additional  business  education  equipment 

6.  Provide  additional  classroom  equipment 

7.  Provide  additional  teaching  aids 

8.  Modernize  the  unit  kitchens 

9.  A  fundamental  problem  in  many  of  the  classes  is  too  few 
students 

10.  Give   attention   to  providing  a   good   mathematics  library 

11.  Provide    adequate    storage    space   for    music   instruments 

12.  Plan    a  long  range  program  to  improve  lighting  facilities 

13.  Provide  part-time  adult  secretarial  help  for  the  principal 

14.  Provide    more    challenging    experiences    for   slower   and 
talented  learners 

15.  Offer  foreign  languages  in  sequential  order 

16.  Furnish   technical  aids  to  strengthen  language  instruction 

17.  Provide  opportunities  for  studying  a  second  foreign  language 

18.  Present  a  general  industrial  arts  course 

19.  Expand  curriculum  to  include  introduction  to  business  and 
a  second  year  of  shorthand 

20.  Employ  a  qualified  guidance  counselor 

21.  Provide  an  organized  guidance  program

24.  Schedule  physical  education  for  pupils  of  similar  age  and

27.  Expand  a  number  andvariety  of  library  references  and  books 

28.  Obtain  significant  professional  resources  to  keep  the  staff 
informed  and  and  improving  itself 

I  want  to  thank  the  high  school  faculty  for  their  many  hours  of 
extra  work  in  preparation  of  their  evaluation.  This  evaluation  was 
the    foundation    of   the  evaluation  done  by  the  visiting  committee. 

On  August  30,  31  and  September  1  Alstead  teachers  took  part 
in  a  workshop  with  other  elementary  teachers  of  Supervisory  Union 
#60.  Mr.  Francis  X.  Mahoney,  Science  Consultant  from  Ginn  and 
Company  spoke  on  the  topic  "Trends  in  Teaching  Science"  and  led 
discussion  groups.  Miss  Jean  Schneider,  Mathematics  Consultant 
from  the  Silver  Burdett  Company,  Mr.  George  Cunningham,  Director, 
Mathematics  Education,  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  Mrs.  Christyne  Galloway,  Walpole  Junior  High  School 
Mathematics  teacher  were  the  group  leaders  on  the  second  day. 
Dr.  J.  Louis  Cooper,  Professor  of  Education  from  the  University 
of  Connecticut  spoke  to  the  teachers  on  the  topic  "Reading  in  the 
Content  Subjects"  and  conducted  group  discussions  that  considered 
this  topic. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  to  hold  a  workshop  next  fall  be- 
fore the  opening  of  school.  This  in-service  training  program  will 
be  developed  for  the  purpose  of  improving  teaching  in  the  field 
of  Social  Studies. 

Funds  to  conduct  an  educational  survey  were  voted  at  the  1961 
annual  district  meeting.  The  survey  was  completed  by  the  educa- 
tional consultant  firm  of  Engelhardt,  Engelhardt  and  Leggett  and 
the  information  and  recommendations  made  available  to  citizens 
in  November. 

A  citizens  committee  has  been  active  in  promoting  ways  and 
means  to  be  sure  the  public  is  informed  in  regard  to  the  contents 
of  the  report  and  other  items  that  should  aid  the  voter  in  making 
his  or  her  decision. 

I  am  convinced  that  consolidation  is  the  means  for  improving 
the  educational  opportunity  for  the  children  of  Alstead.  Small 
schools  cannot  compete  with  larger  units  without  paying  a  high 
per  pupil  cost.  It  does  not  cost  less  to  consolidate  but  there  is 
a  better  return  on  the  investment  and  a  better  educational  program. 
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Mr.  I'vOdney  Adams  replaced  Mr.  Manuel  Zax  as  teacher  of 
high  school  Mathematics  and  Physics.  Mr.  Adams  received  his 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  was  formerly 
employed  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers.  Mrs.  Irene  Boles 
replaced  Mr.  Thomas  Sawyer  as  teacher  of  Junior  High  School 
Mathematics  and  Science.  Mrs.  Boles  received  her  degree  from 
Keene  Teachers  College  and  did  her  practice  teaching  in  Nashua, 
N.  H.  Mr.  Stuart  Carter  replaced  Mrs.  Patricia  Lowrey  as  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  teacher,  Mr.  Carter  received  his  degree  from  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  and  formerly  taught  at  the  Cardi- 
gan Mountain  School.  Mrs.  Rachel  Donnelly  returned  to  Vilas 
High  School  to  teach  English  and  Social  Studies  on  a  part-time 
basis.  Mr.  Leslie  Greene  replaced  Mr.  Charles  Chamley  as 
teacher  of  Physical  Education,  Biology  and  as  Coach  of  Soccer, 
Basketball  and  Baseball.  Mr.  Greene  received  his  degree  from 
Springfield  College  and  comes  to  Alstead  from  a  tour  of  duty  in 
the  armed  services.  Miss  Rose  Knight  replaces  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Sawyer.  Miss  Knight  received  her  degree  from  Keene  Teachers 
College  and  did  her  practice  teaching  in  Alstead.  Mr.  Larry 
Twitchell  replaced  Mr.  Ralph  Young  as  teacher  of  Social  Science. 
Mr.  Twitchell  received  his  degree  from  Keene  Teachers  College 
and  did  his  practice  teaching  at  Vilas  High  School.

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REPOR7  OF  THE   SCHOOL  NURSE  FOR  ALSTEAD 
The   following  is    my   report   for   the   year  ending  June  30,  1961: 

123  pupils  were  examined  by  Dr.  Tatem 
The  following  defects  were  found  and  reported: 

8  wax  plugs,  2  hernias,  1  heart,  47  students  in  need  of  dental 
care,  76  students  under  dental  care. 
Work  of  the  School  Nurse: 

297  pupils  had  vision  screening  tests;  9  pupils  received  vision 
notices;  161  pupils  had  hearing  screening  tests;  295  pupils  were 
weighed  and  measured;  58  pupils  attended  polio  clinics;  25  pupils 
attended  pre-registration  clinics;  21  pupils  checked  for  smallpox 
vaccination  and  necessary  follow-up  done;  95  pupils  participated 
in  urine  testing  program. 

As  your  school  nurse  I  serve  six  towns  involving  nine  schools. 
Some  of  the  areas  of  service  that  may  be  of  interest  are: 

Our  school  physicals  are  done  in  Grades  1,  5,  9  and  11.  We 
also  do  a  yearly  physical  on  our  varsity  players,  Jr.  varsity,  and 
cheerleaders,  and  any  new  students,  as  well  as  pupils  referred  by 
teacher  or  nurse. 

A  notice  is  sent  nome  to  the  parent  regarding  the  physical, 
and  any  child  with  an  abnormality  is  reported  to  the  parent  by  the 
school  nurse.  If  it  is  necessary  the  school  nurse  aids  the  parent 
in  the  follow-up.  The  nurse  also  makes  sure  she  has  a  report  of 
findings  from  a  family  that  has  been  seen  by  a  doctor. 

First  aid  is  done  in  the  nurse's  office  during  school  time 
and  health  education  is  given  at  the  time  of  injury.  A  follow-up 
is  done  by  the  school  nurse  where  necessary. 

Parents  are  notified  when  a  child  is  ill  in  school  and  when 
necessary  the  child  is  taken  home  by  the  nurse. 

Aiding  parents  in  learning  about  available  eye  doctors,  and 
other  professional  help  is  another  field  wherein  the  nurse  helps 
families  with  their  health  problems. 

Other  Activities: 

Getting  proper  help  to  needy  families  when  the  case  is  brought 
to  my  attention. 

Follow-up  on  children  who  are  unable  to  get  an  eye-doctor  on 
their  own  and  when  necessary,  finding  funds  to  help  pay  for  glasses. 

Attending  workshops  and  school  nurse  meetings  to  learn  what 
other  areas  are  doing,  and  what  is  being  done  nationally. 

Helping  parents  understand  communicable  diseases  and  an- 
swering the  question,  "When  can  my  child  come  back  to  school?" 

Much  time  is  spent  in  keeping  health  records  up  to  date  so 
that  they  are  available  and  useful.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  office 
work  in  preparing  forms  to  be  used,  filling  in  forms  within  the 
school  system,  and  making  out  state  report  forms. 

My  work  involves  working  with  people  in  many  situations, 
and  each  day  usually  presents  a  challenge. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Superintendent,  School  Board, 
Teachers,    Parents,    Pupils,   and  Citizens   for  their  cooperation.

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records    of  the  School  Board  and  the  School  District  Treasurer, 

FINANCIAL    STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets;    (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1960  and  June 
30,  1961,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the 
Net  Debt  decreased  by  $2,931.74  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1961. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition;    (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the 
factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

As  indicated  by  the  Budget 
Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $3,457.95,  plus  a  net 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $868.39,  resulted  in  a  net 
budget  surplus  of  $4,326.34.

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VILAS  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 
1960-1961 

I  mentioned  in  the  annual  report  last  year  that  the  faculty 
of  Vilas  was  making  a  "self  evaluation"  of  each  phase  of  the  whole 
framework  of  Vilas  High  School. 

The  1960-1961  evaluation  program  was  completed  on  April 
20,  21,  22  by  the  visiting  committee  chosen  by  the  New  England 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools'  Chairman. 

At  the  fall  meeting  of  the  association,  Vilas  High  School  was 
accredited  for  a  period  of  years. 

The  suggestions  made  for  improvement  by  the  evaluating  com- 
mittee are  being  considered  by  the  faculty  and  a  report  will  be 
made  to  the  association  in  two  years  as  to  what  changes  have  been 
made  for  improvement. 

The  minimum  standards  for  1962-1963  causes  Vilas  to  offer 
two  more  courses  in  the  curriculum;  general  business  and  public 
speaking.  It  is  also  recommended  that  a  course  in  Art  must  be 
offered. 

To  remain  a  comprehensive  high  school,  a  school  must  offer 
a  total  of  thirty-four  units  of  study;  twenty  of  these  to  be  in  the 
academic  area  and  fourteen  in  the  vocational  area.  Vilas  will 
meet  these  requirements  for  1962-1963  if  the  above  courses  are 
offered. 

In  order  to  meet  the  above  standards,  a  full-time  teacher  is 
necessary  for  1962-1963.

MATHEMATICS 

It  has  been  the  purpose  this  year  in  Algebra  I  to  stress  the 
fundamentals.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  approach  will  aid  in 
comprehension  and  manipulation  of  linear  equations,  graphs,  pairs 
of  linear  equations,  equations,  special  products  and  factors, 
fractional  equations,  roots,  radicals,  quadratic  equations,  and 
number  systems. 
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Plane  Geometry  is  offered  at  present  on  alternate  years  with 
Algebra  II.  Again  the  fiindamental  concepts  and  processes  of 
logical  thinking  have  been  stressed.  It  is  the  purpose  of  Geometry 
not  only  to  provide  a  student  with  a  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
Geometry,  but  to  also  form  inductive  and  deductive  thinking 
processes  in  the  student.  Included  in  Plane  Geometry  are  studies 
of  the  properties  of  triangles,  parallels,  polygons,  circles,  locus, 
ratio  and  proportion,  areas  and  basic  Solid  Geometry,  time  per- 
mitting. 

Advanced  math  contains  the  study  of  solid  geometry,  plane 
trigonometry,  advanced  algebra,  statistics  and  the  calculus  or 
analytic  geometry.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  class  will  visit  one 
of  the  shops  in  Springfield,  Vt.,  and  also  that  a  few  days  can  be 
spent  with  Mr.  Chase  in  the  practical  application  of  trigonometry. 

General  Math  includes  the  number  system,  basic  business 
and  consumer  math,  geometric  design,  and  algebra.  A  basic 
understanding  of  the  number  system  is  necessary  before  any  ap- 
plications can  be  learned.  The  business  and  consumer  math  in- 
cludes checks,  savings,  insurance,  taxes  and  other  everyday  appli- 
cations of  mathematics.  An  introduction  to  algebra  and  geometry 
are  covered  to  give  the  students  a  general  understanding  of  these 
advanced  maths. 


PHYSICS 

The  course  includes  mechanics  of  solids,  forces  in  liquids 
and  gases,  motion,  the  nature  of  matter,  heat,  sound,  electricity, 
magnetism,  light  and  atomic  energy. 

It  is  the  general  purpose  of  Physics  to  introduce  to  students 
the  field  of  Physics  in  preparation  for  the  study  of  the  sciences 
on  a  college  level. 


EARTH     SCIENCE 

A  short  review  of  the  earth's  atmosphere  and  climatology 
was  performed.  Much  of  this  material  is  duplication  of  Junior 
High  Science. 

A  more  detailed  study  of  the  earth,  its  formation,  composi- 
tion, structure,  tectonics  or  structiiral  geology,  physiography 
and  geologic  history  is  planned.  A  unit  comprising  of  the  geology 
of  New  Hampshire  is  anticipated  to  acquaint  the  student  with  our 
state  more  fully  than  previously. 
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ENGLISH 

In  all  English  classes  we  have  tried  to  combine  the  basic 
need  of  the  student  to  write  and  speak  correctly,  and  to  enjoy  the 
writings  of  the  present  as  well  as  the  past. 

There  has  been  an  emphasis  on  composition,  since  this  is 
the  skill  critics  feel  has  been  neglected  in  the  past.  Those  who 
have  an  interest  in  doing  creative  writing  have  been  encouraged. 
Guidance  and  experience  in  research  has  been  given. 

This  year  we  have  incorporated  a  course  in  remedial  read- 
ing, which  has  proved  most  valuable  for  all  students.  Everyone  has 
shown  improvement  in  speed  and  comprehension.  This  has  been 
most  encouraging  for  the  teacher  as  well  as  the  students. 

The  study  of  grammar,  punctuation,  and  spelling  is  incor- 
porated into  the  daily  work.  Ability  to  think  independently,  to 
speak  before  a  group,  and  to  listen  and  evaluate  has  been  com- 
bined in  the  general  study. 

The  literatxire  offered- -prose,  poetry,  drama,  classics,  and 
current  writings- -is  of  such  diversity  that  each  student  finds  an 
area  of  interest  and  enjoyment. 

FRENCH 

French  I  and  III  have  been  offered  this  year.  French  II  is 
a  yearly  alternate  with  French  III. 

Both  groups  have  profited  from  the  use  of  tapes.  This  has 
given  them  an  opportunity  to  listen,  understand,  and  imitate  a 
variety  of  native  speakers.  We  are  fortunate  in  the  number  and 
excellence  of  our  tapes  and  recording  equipment. 

The  grammar  and  composition  taught  is  basic  and  practical 
for  comprehension  in  understanding  spoken  and  written  French. 
Some  beginnings  have  been  made  in  an  appreciation  of  French  music 
and  art  with  the  view  of  an  understanding  of  the  cultiire  of  the 
French  people. 

CHEMISTRY    DEPARTMENT 

The  Chemistry  Department's  function  is  to  provide  training 
in  chemistry  on  the  high  school  level  as  a  prerequisite  to  further 
training  on  the  college  level.  The  majority  of  the  instruction  is 
college  preparatory,  although  some  time  is  spent  in  general 
chemistry  in  the  home,  farm,  or  industry.  One  double  period  a 
week  is  set  aside  for  experiments  on  the  current  lecture  material. 

Today,  with  the  great  need  for  this  type  of  trained  personnel, 
students  who  have  the  ability  to  do  chemistry  are  encouraged  to 
take  it  with  hopes  of  college  training  in  the  future. 
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BIOLOGY  DEPARTMENT 

Biology  aims  to  give  us  an  accurate  and  consistent  mental 
picture  of  the  natural  world  around  us  and  of  ourselves.  The 
knowledge  which  this  mental  picture  has  given  to  mankind  has 
proved  very  helpful  in  solving  problemsof  our  natural  surroundings 
and  therefore   has   had   a   tremendous    effect   on    our  way  of  life. 

The  Biology  Department  provides  training  in  understanding 
the  student's  natural  surroundings  and  the  structure  and  functions 
of  his  own  earthly  being.  This  department  also  applies  its  methods 
and  training  of  students  at  the  high  school  level  and  prepares  the 
individual  student  for  advancement  at  the  college  level. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  range  of  Social  Studies  at  Vilas  High  School  encompasses 
Civics,  World  History,  United  States  History,  and  Problems  of 
Democracy.  The  Senior  coxirse.  Problems  of  Democracy,  is 
divided  into  Economics,  Sociology  and  World  Problems. 

Each  course  of  study  is  a  step  in  developing  interest  and 
vinderstanding  of  problems  that  have  faced,  and  are  facing,  man 
on  the  local,  state,  national  and  international  levels.  In  learning 
of  these  problems,  the  students  are  working  towards  these  goals: 

a.  Knowledge  of  human  relationships; 

b.  The    ability    to    form   social   concepts    about   activities   in 
which  humans  participate; 

c.  Development  of  skills  such  as  map  and  chart  reading, 
and  the  knowledge  and  understanding  of  diagrams  and 
graphs; 

d.  Development  of  skills  in  problem  solving  stressing  logi- 
cal, critical  thinking  and  the  ability  to  deal  with  con- 
flicting data; 

e.  Development  of  ethical  and  moral  values. 


GENERAL    SCIENCE 

General  Science  is  a  course  to  give  the  students  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  phenomena  that  are  going  on  around  them. 
Such  topics  as  the  atmosphere,  heat  and  heating  systems,  light, 
weather,  and  the  earth  and  its  universe  are  just  a  few  of  the  many 
that  are  discussed.  An  introduction  to  physics,  biology,  and 
chemistry  are  also  included  in  order  to  give  the  students  an  under- 
standing and  interest  of  these  fields  so  they  might  continue  their 
science  education. 
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BUSINESS    EDUCATION    DEPARTMENT 

The  courses  in  the  Business  Education  Department  consist 
of  Office  Practice,  T5T3ing  I,  Typing  II,  Personal  Typing,  Shorthand, 
and  Bookkeeping. 

In  Office  Practice  each  student  puts  to  use  all  skills  learned 
in  other  business  subjects  to  this  date.  The  course  is  set  up  so 
that  each  student  does  a  variety  of  jobs  that  might  face  her  in  the 
office.  It  is  a  good  course  because  of  the  combining  of  all  the 
business  subjects. 

Typing  I  and  Personal  Typing  are  setup  with  the  same  objec- 
tives; to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  business  letter  and  the 
personal  letter,  with  emphasis  more  toward  the  business  letter 
and  all  its  parts.  Most  of  the  students  enjoy  typing  and  have 
definite  assignments  for  each  week.  Each  student  completes  a 
quota  with  a  minimum  standard  for  each  week  and  working  to  the 
maximum  standard. 

Typing  II  combines  the  basic  skills  learned  in  first  year 
typing  and  adds  to  it  the  various  forms  and  jobs  that  might  face 
the  typist  in  one  of  the  better  typing  positions.  The  use  of  work- 
books in  this  class  helps  the  student  become  familiar  with  dif- 
ferent types  of  letterheads  and  business  forms. 

Shorthand  gives  the  student  a  chance  to  test  his  skill  in 
writing  for  speed  and  at  the  same  time  working  for  accuracy 
after  learning  the  basic  forms.  Most  students  enjoy  the  class  be- 
cause of  goals  that  are  to  be  attained  during  the  course.  These 
goals  are  in  regard  to  writing  speed  and  later  on  for  transcription 
speed. 

Bookkeeping  is  broken  down  into  each  part  of  the  complete 
bookkeeping  cycle.  It  is  taught  in  such  a  way  that  each  week  the 
students  add  another  step  to  the  overall  process.  Eventually  they 
will  be  given  sets  to  put  this  whole  process  to  work  in  one  set 
of  books. 
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THE  HOMEMAKING  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  year  1961-1962  there  are  28  Junior  High  girls  and 
3  High  School  girls,  making  a  total  of  60  girls  enrolled  in  home- 
making. 

Being  divided  into  two  groups,  the  Junior  High  girls  study  a 
variety  of  courses  such  as  Food  Preservation,  Child  Care,  Per- 
sonal Grooming,  Care  of  Room,  Personality,  Clothing  Selection  and 
Construction,  and  Foods,  with  emphasis  on  Breakfasts  and 
Luncheons.  These  sources  will  aid  them  in  acquiring  the  neces- 
sary knowledge  they  will  find  important  as  they  join  the  Senior 
High  group. 

The  Senior  High  girls  are  participants  in  the  courses  of 
Family  Living,  Home  Nursing,  Child  Care,  Good  Grooming, 
Clothing  Selection  and  Construction,  and  Meal  Planning,  Table 
Service  and  Food  Preparation.  In  the  clothing  construction  class, 
emphasis  is  placed  on  more  advanced  techniques  of  construction. 
The  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Class  made  lovely  wool  suits  as 
their  main  clothing  project  last  year. 

Home  projects  are  Important  events  occurring  in  Home  Eco- 
nomics. Each  person  selects  four  projects  that  they  wish  to  ac- 
complish during  one  school  year,  putting  in  no  less  than  a  total 
of   120   hours.     This  should  be  chosen  in  a  related  field  of  study. 

Home  visits  are  aids  to  home  projects.  If  a  problem  arises 
that  is  too  difficult  for  a  student  to  solve  alone,  the  teacher  often 
helps  by  paying  a  visit  to  the  student's  home.  In  fact,  every 
participant  in  grades  9-12  of  this  course  is  at  one  time  called 
upon  to  play  hostess  to  the  teacher  at  their  home. 

The  October,  Fall  meeting  of  the  State  FHA  was  held  at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  Diirham,  with  13  FHA  girls 
from  Vilas  attending.  Walpole  and  Charlestown  girls  were  bus 
guests  of  the  Vilas  Chapter.  The  officers  and  advisor  of  the  Vilas 
Chapter  were  invited  to  attend  a  chapter  installation  of  FHA  officers 
at  Charlestown. 

The  FHA  again,  as  in  the  past,  helped  sponsor  the  Hi^  School 
Fair,  in  October,  and  also  the  Annual  Christmas  Party. 
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MUSIC  PROGRAM 

The  music  program  for  all  grades  includes  a  variety  of 
activities  including  singing,  instrumental  instruction,  music  ap- 
preciation, theory  and  rhythmic  activities.  Grades  1-8  have  one 
weekly  class  period,  high  school  chorus  and  band  each  rehearse 
twice  a  week,  and  music  appreciation  class  meets  once  a  week. 
Instrumental  instruction  for  piano  and  band  instruments  Is  given 
on  a  weekly  basis. 

This  year  a  Junior  Band  has  been  organized  due  to  an  enthu- 
siastic group  of  beginning  players.  Their  first  public  performance 
was  at  the  Christmas  Concert  along  with  the  Senior  Band  and  Chorus. 
A  Spring  Concert  will  also  feature  these  three  groups.  Plans  are 
being   made   for  a  joint  concert  with  Walpole  Band  In  the  spring. 

Our  chorus  will  be  represented  at  the  All -State  Music 
Festival  next  April,  in  Concord,  by  Marcia  Huntly,  Vivian  Putnam 
and  Jon  Reinhardt.    They  will  be  members  of  the  All-State  Chorus. 

Last  June  the  band  traveled  to  Lebanon  to  participate  In  the 
State  Audition  Festival.  Our  comments  by  the  judge  were  good  on 
our  performance  and  gave  our  students  the  opportunity  to  hear 
other  groups  perform.  The  band  also  provided  music  for  Memorial 
Day  Services  in  Langdon,  Alstead  and  Acworth  and  participated  In 
both  the  Vilas  and  Walpole  Fair  Parades. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  Vivian  Putnam,  a  member  of 
our  music  groups,  represented  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
Talent  Contest  at  the  National  Grange  Convention  in  Worcester, 
Mass.  last  fall. 

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 

The  enrollment  in  Vocational  Agriculture  is  comparable  to 
recent  years.  The  technical  program  has  been  strengthened  due 
to  an  increased  interest  among  the  boys  to  apply  to  two-year  agri- 
culture schools  after  graduation.  The  program  is  still  geared  to 
the  boy  who  plans  to  terminate  his  education  upon  graduation 
with  much  practical  experience  given.  Much  work  is  now  being 
done  to  expose  the  boys  to  agrlc-buslness,  since  about  41%  of 
the  country's  working  force  is  employed  in  this  area. 

The  Future  Farmers  of  America,  a  vital  part  of  Vocational 
Agriculture,  are  doing  much  to  Improve  their  chapter.  In  the 
past  year  the  chapter  has  been  very  active  on  both  the  local  and 
state  level.  Last  May,  Mark  Wheeler  placed  third  In  the  state 
Public  Speaking  Contest  held  at  the  State  FFA  Convention,  where 
Tom  Foote  and  James  Ells  represented  our  chapter. 

This  fall  Ronald  Jacobson  and  Kenneth  Christie  repre- 
sented our  chapter  at  the  National  FFA  convention  in  Kansas  City. 

The  green  house  was  operated  this  year,  and  bonds  are 
being  paid  off  as  rapidly  as  possible.
